Tiie average life i.f tlie cotton-plant 
is aliuul seven niimllis. with three dis- 
lin.'t pliases and purposes. Diiriiig tlic 
first two and one-tialf motitlis of the 
plant's life. Its exclusive Imsiiiess scums 
to bo tho making and growing of bush 
or weed. At lliis time, every possilde 
effort should Im made to prevent the 
loss of iiiolsturc. either l.y evaporatiou 
or drainage (every practical planter 
knows that where tle i" uro moist spots 
the weed a Mai ns linger g^owili than on 
the surrounding olevunms) Thus, 
onr drains slionld 1st so eon- 
Htrncled tliat no wnier slionld he 
allowed to eseiipc iluriiig this period 
(iliiliiss It he too wet |.'i' siirlacc eull- 
ure), and tlie surface of the field should 
be constantly sllrre.i. whether grassy 
or not. In tills w.iy only can we ki-cp 
tlie moisture. ,\l or atHiiit llio end of 
two montlis and a lialf tl.c plant begins 
to form it.s fruit; tl.cn it is tliat the 
p)i.Vsical«eundilioii of the soil should 
undergo a complete change, and moist- 
ure reduced hydrainago hciio.vth, and 
a eessation of ciilture as quickly at 
prncUcahle, In order to Indiico evapora- 
tion. This decreases tho temporuturo 
of tlio soil, which is an essontial 
condition and requir.eimint at time 
of fiuiliiig. Tho plant from this 
timu ell will euiitliiue to fruit until 
frost kills :l; hut wo d*/not wish It to 
do lliiis, as the fruit requires a certain 
time to mature, and all holls formed 
after tlie middli- of Stqjtemhcr tr tlioro 
ulioutiii'e useless. Tims there must he 
anotlier ciiaugu in tho soil's condition 
to ehiudc lliii distuisitioii to fruit at this 
time, as a ciutliiuatlon to do so only 
ultsoriis from the pliiiit that vitality 
whieli tlic fruit already toriiiud requires 
far Its perfeclion. And our drains 
should h.* sloptied up to prevent tlie 
furtlier !.>ss of inoisliiro, iiud tho plant 
liehieeJ to l■etaiu the gr. on and vital 
slate tt iti woody fiber, as this 
eoiidition gives i; r, more vig.ji- 
oils powe1- all. I imeiitive lo ripen 
Its fruit more |u rfi clly and sooner. 
Tims wo see, llial ly so manipulating 
our drainage, we ran liavc a practieul 
sysloiii of iindorgrouml iirlgatlon that 
will oiiahlc us to Id ter control the 
phases of the plant, and asMirn its morn 
perfect devidopmeiit and yield. This 
systuiii is i.erfcetly stiiiple, and can he 
ueeoiiiplished witli either opnn ditches 
or tile drains, 'i'lic perhslt at which to 
o)mn and close tlieso drain! must of 
eourso lie regulate I hy o.vlsllug con- 
ditions of eiieli individual crop and tho 
judgment of Us owner or maiiipiiiator,
